Boston, Mass., May 20. — A letter relat- 
ing to tho alleged Armenian atrocities has 
boon rocoived In Boston from ua Amorican 
roaidont in Turkey. Extracts from thiB let- 
ter aro us follows : Whilo at Mooah, 
February 15th and 27ch, 1895, I saw a 
largo number of persons who Hod and found 
temporary rofugo in tho city and surround 
ing villages. Tuvon, a moBt intelligent per 
son of tho village of Somal, gavo a dooply 
pathetic aoeount of his experiences. H 
ono of five brothora, ono of whom dlod in a 
Moosh prison. Threo brotherB and a largo 
number from their household woro killed in 
tho muesacro. When the aoldierB camo, 
some Armenians fled to tho Turkish vil- 
lages, but tho government called tho chief 
men, and told them that they defended the 
refugees at thoir peril. Friendly Turks 
told this to the poor peoplo, bidding them 
fliio for their Uvea. 

Tuvon at the commlaaion raid a cortaln 
Turk, Saliogha, came to him and offered 
him §25 if ho would testify falsely. To this 
ho said : ' Will you give mo back my 
brothora ?' Ho was exhorted to tell the 
truth and nothing but tho truth, to which 
ho said : ' I would rather be cut to pieces 
and go to hell than tell lies.' He continued 
" Ono morning when I was at Mooah the door 
of tho little room which I occupied waa 
opened and in came two persona, women, 
wo supposed, by their dross, Ono was it 
wounded man from SasBOun district, in dis 
gu'-ie. He sought tho opportunity to ap 
pear before tho oommisaicn. That he would 
not be allowed this, unless aareful measures 
wera taken, we had seon abundant proof. 
The man's name is Ayak ; ho waa from 
SefhaJi He said there wero ton persons in 
hla father's family ; his father, brother and 
couain woro killed by bayonet wounds 
beforo his eyes. Ono brother and ho os 
capod, both wounded. Ho said the 
ontmy gavo word to tho villagers that 
' There ia morcy for you,' whereupon 
about .'iOO led by the prieat, Der Hobannes, 
presented themsolvea bofore tho offioera, 
avowing that they wero loyal subjoots of the 
Sultan. The order was given to take out 
the eyes of the prieat. They then toroaway 
hie beard and skinned hia face, pierced his 
throat and foroed him to drink a cup of 
water which run from the wounds in hia 
throat right and left. Death at last endod 
hia Bufferings. 

Immediately after this a dreadful slaugh- 
ter by bayonota followed. Avak was severely 
wounded and fell. Others fell upon him, 
but he remained for a time unconscious be- 
neath tho bodies of the slain. RouBing from 
hia '•.•ell-nigh death Btupor in tho night, he 
made his way to some bushes and hid for 
throe days. A cousin, Hachig by name, 
aleo from Somal villugo, helped Avak to go 
to the shelter of some great rocka not fur 
away. Hero ho Btayed three days, hia 
oouain bringing him food by stealth. Find- 
ing he could walk, he set out alone and by 
slow stages was uble to reaah the village of 
Shuohanamerog, whoro ho had an uncle 
living. 

After about a month's stay there ho re- 
turned to Semal, where tho surviving mem- 
bers of hia father's family were, and hud 
begun to ronow aomo of the houses which 
ho soldiers had torn down and burned a 
short timo ago. An attempt to robuild was 
in obedience to an order from tho governor 
to hia eubordinutea. Avak wub living with 
a fow others who had escaped tho massacre 
whon word roached thorn that tho foroign 
consuls bud arrived at Moosh and wished to 
boo porsons who could testify concerning tho 
ovents at Saasoun. Ho cams to Portug vil- 
lage and was kept about ten daya ia hiding, 
whero tho Turks hiving loarned that a man 
from Semal was thore, tried to find him. 
Tho villugora believed they sought him with 
the Intention of hindering him from appear- 
ing beforo tho commission. Ho came to us 
disguised in woman. s dreaa and wo put him 
in un inner room. Ho remuined until dusk, 
whon wo Bont him away, and ho waa taken 
in cliargo by Gregorians. Tho English con- 
sul approvod and tho poor man was unablo 
appear beforo tho commission. Wo 
saw sears of bayonet woundB, twenty-one 
on tho back and nearly as many on the 
heod. 1 shall never forgot that eight," said 
Tuvon. " I saw another rtfugoo who said 
ho was from Somal, that his namo was 
Asdadoor, and four from his family had 
boon killod. Ho alluded to tho torriblo tor- 
tures ir.fltotrd on Der HobanneB — to hia 
having his eyes taken out whilo alive. At 
Derkovauk I buw throe women refugooo 
from Somal. Ono of thorn, wooplng, auid : 
' I had two brothora, a son-in-law and othor 
relatives killed.' All throe said that tho 
black Eoldiurs (alluding to dark uniforms) 
uttaoked und slow by tho bayonet largo num- 
bers of peoplo. They added that protootlon 
was offered tho women und ohildren on con- 
dition that thoy Bhould adopt tho Moslem 
faith, but, they udded, rather than do this 
wo flod. After hiding in tho sheltor of tho 
rocks for soveral days, thoy woro ablo to 
mako their csoapo. " At Havadorio, a man 
by the namo of Torres, also frorn Somal, 
told mo that his son, a brother, his broth- 
er's daughter and siator wero killed in 
maBsaoro. Ho Blated that ufter fivo daya of 
diro conflict ho fled und hid for ton daya 
among trees, subsisting on fruit und a kind 
of thiBtlo. Ho further stated that ho holpod 
to opon a pit or tronoh and removed and 
buried fivo bodios, ono of whom wus tho 
priest, Hobannes, who mot death after 
sevoro and prolonged torturos at tho hands 
of tho soldiers. Ho suid ho wished to ro- 
move many more bodies and bury them, but 
ho atonoh of tho decaying bodies was so 
grout ho could not do it. Ho added, ' at 
tho timo I buried my sister I out off hor 
hair, and it ia now in my mothor's posses- 
sion.' Whon his brothor wus leizsd and 
hurriod oil by tho soldiers, ho took off his 
cap and throw it b»ok to his mother with 
tho words, ' they are going to kill mo, koep 
this oo a rcmembranco.' Tho man was 
cruelly murdered, A woman by tho 
namo of Rahan, formorly of Dalorig, and 
now Btaying at Huvandorio, said: 'Our fam- 
ily numborod twolvo, of whioh fivo wore 
killed. My husband's brothor and his eon 
woro hackod to plccos. My huoband ro- 
ooivod a terrlblo wound and he ia now at 
Staghporlg monastery. I saw them kill my 



brother's wife. A aoldier took up a large 
atono and struck her so violently that hei 
brains wero scattered util she foil dead 
Whon I saw this and othors killed by bay- 
onet I wept and beat my head eo now I am 
blind.' All claaaea of people feel thab the 
present atato of things is far from safe, and 
the query is oontinually raised, ' What is to 
come?' Alas for tho world to day if the 
tongues of ita etatoamen be mute in an hour 
liko this. We oannot believe England will 
hold hor peace." 

" Mggrdltch, a native of Hakman, stay- 
ing temporarily at Havadorio, Bald : ' There 
wero thirty-two in our bouse, five wero 
killod, two died of fright, and I do not 
know whero the reBt are. My brothor Gas- 
per fell, wounded by a bayonet. After- 
wards they put tiro on him and ho died. 
His children, a boy and a girl, diod of 
fright. I saw a nephew killed by a gun. 
When tho BoldiorB blew tho trumpets and 
began to strike, they Beizod my nophow's 
wile, and removing a young born child from 
her, slew it. Wo buried the poor woman, 
but they took tho body out of tho gravo und 
loft it uuburiod.' Shanman, a woman from 
Datovig, told hor Bad story as follows: 'Of 
tho thirty who composed her family, 
her husband, his brothor and two others 
woro known to have boon killed. Tho 
soldiers carried hor hundeomo son of 
about threo yoarB away a captive. An 
Armenian saw tho boy and olforod a cow 
und threo sheep for a ransom, but it wus re- 
jected. A woman from a village of forty 
houses told how sho osoaped by tolling tho 
Boldiera : ' I'll be a Turk und follow you ' 
She said sho saw them kill her husband and 
when a aoldier seized her sho appealed to an 
officer near by imploring hia aid for hor life; 
ho said : .' Let hor go.' Thoy boat her, took 
most of her clothes and allowed hor to go. 
Sho said Bha could hardly got on becauso of 
tho slain peraons who covered tho ground 
und thut sometimes she had to step on tho 
corpses. Sho hid among tho rooks and 
eaoaped, but was sick a U'onth from the 
effects of the beating. She said she knew 
several women who, having hid with thoir 
children behind trees and rooks, were com- 
pelled to ohoke tho children when they be- 
gan to cry from hunger, leat the soldiers 
heard their orics and dieooverod them. 
"Somotlmo8 diatreaaed mothers would fill the 
ohildron's rnouthB with dirt to drown thoir 
criea when they saw any aoldi-ra near. I 
know ono woman and heard of anothor who 
were bogging in the streets of Moosh whoso 
reason hud been shattered by the experiences 
thoy had passed through. Some of the 
most harrowing stories we have hoard huvo 
boon told by soldiers, not a few of whom 
claim to have been unwilling agents, but 
were compelled to obey tho commander's 
ordere, One of the soldiers on hia return 
to Moosh, af tor the slaughter, gave tho fol- 
lowing incidont : ' During tho terrible 
timo at Province, in passing by a field one 
morning, ho saw a little motion among tho 
grain, and drawing near found three little 
boys huddled togother. He told them not 
to be afraid, ho would take care of them. 
Upon reporting the case to his superior of- 
ficer, he was allowed to bring tho boys into 
the camp and make a little booth, like a 
sholtor, for them. He fed them several 
days and hoped to save their lives, but after 
about a week had paeaed when he went to 
carry them broad ono day, ho found thoy 
had beon murdered.' "

London, May 20.— A diapatoh from Ber. 
lin to the Times Bays that at tho bemotallic 
league meeting on Saturday there was muoh 
oratory but thore woro nodooiaions. Counb 
von Mirbach arguod thab thero wao no doubt 
that Princo Riamarok was a bimetalllst, bo- 
causo his eon, Count Herbert Biumarck, had 
joined tho loague. 

In to day's dobuto in tho lower houso of 
tho Prussian diot on a rooolution similar to 
tho bt-motallio resolution already attempted 
in the uppor houso, Dr. Otto Arendt pre- 
dicted that Hon. A, J. Balfour's advocacy 
of bimotuliam portondod the final vlotory of 
tho cause in England. 

After a period of panic following two 
severe earthquake shocks on Saturday, the 
inhabitants of Florence and neigh- 
boring places are returning to 
thoir dwellirgs Butiefied that thore 
is no longer uny danger. Thouaanda of 
poople spent Saturday and Sunday nighta in 
thoatreots, some in fear of falling buildings. 

Wild rumora huve been in circulation In 
the lobby of tho House of Commons to the 
effect that the Prime Minieter had resigned, 
or was about to resign, and that a disBoIu- 
tion of parliament would probably take 
plaoo next month. No confirmation of theae 
rumors oould bo obtained. 

Tho Old Bailey court waa crowded at 11 
o'clock this morning whon Justioe Wills, 
accompanied by tho Lord Mayor of London, 
the Right Hon. Sir Joseph Ronala and sev- 
eral aldermen,, took their aeata upon the 
benoh preparatory to tho commencement of 
the Becond trial of Oscar Wilde. Wildo was 
accompanied by Lord Douglas of Hawiok 
and Rev. Stewurt Heudlum, his two bonds- 
men. Ho lookod haggard, but walked 
smartly into tho dook, where he took his 
stand beside Alfred Taylor, charged with a 
similar offence. Sir Edward Clark, Q C, 
immediately made an elaborate argument in 
favor of having Wilde tried separately. The 
judge agreod to this and decided to try 
Taylor first. Sir Edward Clark then dwelt 
on tho great injury whioh had been done 
hia client by having to wait while Taylor 
was triod, but Wilde lookod pleased as he 
stepped from the dock and was again re- 
leased aftor filing hie personal bond in $12,- 
500 and finding two securities. It ia prob- 
able Wilde's case will go over to the next 
session of tho central criminal court.

Arrival of a Nova Scotia Schooner to 
Join tbe BritiHli Colum- 
bia Fleet 



Fine Catch of Seals Otr the Falkland 
Islands— The "Miowera" 
Sails To-Day. 



An unexpected arrival In port yeaterday 
afternoon was that of the sealer Direotor, of 
Halifax, the craft whioh Captain Gilbort 
was known to be bringing round tbe Horn, 
but which waa thoughc to have sailod direot 
for the Japan ooaat. To i?o to the Asiatic 
aide before coming to Victoria was Captain 
Gilbert's original intention, but on reaching 
about 10 south latitude ho waa obliged to 
altor hiB oourso, aB his wator supply would 
not carry him through. Ho started from 
Halifax with a crow of twenty-five men on 
December 20, and waa off the Falklands in 
forty-eight days. Horo thirty-six daya 
were apent sealing, and aa a result Captain 
Gilbort bringa to Victoria the largest catch 
of the aoaBon— 010 ekins. TheBo were all 
secured in four days, aa a sudden change in 
tho weuther ciuacd auaponaion of opera- 
tions. The first day tho boata wero lowered 
M20 seal \vi io taken. The seal, bo 
far aa Captain Gilbort could tell, 
aro exactly tho aamo aa those 
killed furihcr north, although, it is said, 
they bring a smaller price. Leaving tho 
Falkland's i he Director oalled at Thetis ISiy 
for water unci then camo north, meeting 
with nothing exoopt bad weather. At The- 
tis Hay Captain (lilbert waa aoked by tho 
ligotbeuse keeper tn report the transfer of 
the life atation there to Success Bay, about 
twenty miles distant , located iu a more dan- 
gerous and expoaed part of tho eoaat lino of 
Terra dol Fuogo. Hencoforth tho Director 
will mako Victoria hor homo, it being Capt. 
Gllbcrt'B intention to reaido here, Mra. Gil- 
bert having accompanied him on the voyage 
out. The schooner is a double top-masted 
craft cf S7 ions burden and ia hut five years 
old, having .been built in Lunenburg, M.S., 
in 1S!)0. She is thoroughly seaworthy, is 
fitted up very comfortably and sits prettily 
in the water, and Binoe hor arrival in port 
has attracted much attention. Tboro are 
two othor Nova Scotia vesselB on routo hero 
to join tho home fleet and one may bo ex 
peoted to arrivo in abaut a month. They 
aro the Carrie C. W. and Fortuna. The 
former ia a 91 ton vessel owned by Captain 
FultoD, while tho latter 1b a vessel of '.)!) 
toua register, captained by J. Cousins, and 
owned in Halifax. 

MOIIK SEALSHS UOMJ? 
A fair wind blowing up the Straits yes- 
terday afternoon brought the Fchoouer 
Enterprise home from her tpring cruise. 
She reports bad weather and a few ac- 
cidents, hut nothing serious. In a heavy 
blow iff Sitka in March last her canoes 
were all smashed on the deck by a heavy 
eea. Thtss wero replaced at Mageot, sad 
the vessel afterwards suffered no irjuries 
from tho weather. The Saucy Lisb was 
Bpoken during the cruiee, and the Florence 
M. Smith, Ainoka and Aurora wero eithor 
Been or heard from lately. The firat men- 
tioned is thought to be bearing closo on to 
Viotorla. Another sealer which has been in 
port since Saturday evening is the C. D 
Hand, of Vancouver. Her catch ia 143 
Bklns, while that of the Enterprise Is 230.

To the Editor .-—Tho tltlo of my friend 
Colonel 13aker's interesting address to school 
toaohers at Toronto, la rather mialeading, 
for what tho lecturer really deals with is 
not simply tho " brain, ' or " brain power," 
but the relation cf man to all hiB surround- 
ings. Hia object, apparently, is to ahow 
that the moro our teaoherB understand man, 
individually and socially, tho better able 
will thoy bo to eduoato the oilspring of man. 
Thia is true in tho general— and indeed a 
truism— but must be subject, as I shall show, 
to limitations in pracilco. Tho imperfect 
tltlo of the lecture appears to bo tho chief 
ouae of tho criticism which I notice Colonel 
Baker ia undergoing, for having brought 
perhaps, into undue prominence, tho pbysl 
oal, as compared with the psychical sldo of 
his subject. It is well, in theao daya, I von 
lure ro say, that a Britlah Columbian public 
man Bhould emit any utteranoo that la 
worthy of bolng criticised; 

Upon tho goneral subjoot of the lecl uro a 
word or two, perhap?, may not be amino 
Tho brain and nervea aro parts of our bodily 
organism, whioh lattor is composed wholly 
of matter that existed beforo our birth, and 
will, In Bomo condition, continue to oxiBt 
after our death. Cerebral phybiotogy has 
nothing to say about a futuro life ; it shows 
however, with the aid of molecular physics, 
that by no possibility can thought ond fool 
log be in any senso the products ol matter, 
The brain only appears to record tho modi 
fications to which it ia subjected. What 
roally goes on In tho brain is a BorioB of very 
complex mo'-fioular movements with whioh 
thought and feeling— human consciousness 
generally — aro, in some unknown way, cor 
related, not as effects, or as causes, but aa 
concomitants. 

We do not know what human conscious- 
ness is, or how it oporates on tho brain or 
receives improssioni through tho brain, nor 
can man form any conception of the higher 
" ego " which tella him that ho has this con- 
Bciousneoo. It ia probnblo that tho cpera- 
tlona of oonaoiousnosa, in connection vith 
the brain and nervea, aro related t-i or 
cauBO largely the ceaseleBS activitiei) or 
changes which, under more or leaa regula- 
tion by ihe will power, which ia part of 
aonBciouaneBs, go to form the really shift- 
ing yet generally predicablo attitudo 
of the individual to circumatancea out. 
sido, or what we call his " character." 

Stated in this way, it appoars that a 
physiological atudy of tho "brain" might 
be useful to u common Bchool toaoher in 
deicribing tho human body, but any attempt 
to piB8 biyond would bring him faca to faco 
with abstract, apeculationa, which are only 
adapted for a few of tho highest thinkers. 
He wquld enter a region wherein metaphysi- 
cal analysis has confeasod itself bullied, or, 
if ho adopted any of the " issueB " that now 
have vogue, ho might be teaching practically 
an inchoato religion. 

These circumstances and tho necessity 
that public school teaching in general must 
be correlated, on one sido, with tho average 
capacity of tho teachers, and on the othor 
with that of the puplla, havo pretty well 
proscribed what common school teachers 
should ba prepared to teach. It would 
Berve no useful purpose to place their func- 
tions on too high a piano. Thoy have to 
train children of, say from six to fourteen 
yoarB tf ago. It ia reasonable to expect 
that they ohould by their character — as Col. 
Baker well remarks —and by their certified 
qualifications bo able to illuatrato and 
teaoh the best morality of their ago, and at 
thoBamo time to open the minds of the 
youDg, aa far aa may be, to some apprecia- 
tion of their inheritances and surroundinga 
and of tho wondore of the orgar.io creation. 

Tho moral beauty, and tho du'y, of solf- 
revoronco, solf knowledgo and eelf control 
should bo unfolded and enforced. Tho 
faculty of observation, and tho montal 
habit of method and arrangement (notice- 
ably rare among adults) should be (juickon- 
od and cultivated by such training iu acienco 
aB can be undertaken in a Bohool. Tho 
pupil should have, also, a knowledge of tho 
very broadest facta of geology and history, 
and how the larger features of tho world ho 
lives iu — physical and political — camo to bo 
what thoy aro. Elomoncary geography, 
aomo notions of aatronomy, and a rudiment- 
ary acquaintance with drawing and music 
should find a place In tho curriculum. 

The hand training of the young should 
not be neglected. It is, I need hardly say, 
of the first importance that teachers, gener- 
ally, should appreciate the very real dis- 
tinction botween " instruction " and " odu- 
CJtion '—between merely burdening tho 
memory of tho BCholar and educing tho 
faculties of his mind. But, after all— sup- 
posing all th ia to havo been bestowed or 
achieved — the valuo of tho young school- 
trained man, when he ontera tho world of 
activo lifo and proceeds towards hiu destiny, 
will dopend on character, on hia moral 
qualities and prii >: pics. Thus we aro thrown 
bick to conaidtr tho most efficient means 
and tho truo purposes of all education. How 
can we baat use such limit ml meanH as com- 
mon sohoola afford to oounteraot, or supple- 
ment, tho effects of heredity and surround- 
ings ? 

Strange, ia it not, that tho excesses cf 
ocolesitsticism in human history forbid ua iu 
these days to sanction tho Soaching of 
religion in our public oohools, though truo 
religion la everything, and the history of tho 
religion of a people is their truest history I 
Strange, that the teaohor hae to go furtively 
to tho only well, and to conceal the pitcher 
from which ho distributor, and must distri- 
bute, tho wator of life to his thirsty 
scholars !

banks owe that amount to their dopositore, 
whilo the aavinga bank deposits amount to 
SI, 748,000,000, making a total of $4,748,- 
000,000, tho value of whioh to tho owners of 
these deposits would bo out in two, making 
another frightful loea of $2,371,000,000, 
filling upon all claeaos of people, largely up- 
on tho wage earners. VVould thoy be oon- 
solod by the large gains of tho ownors of 
tho stock of gold, a largo part of whioh ia 
held in tho vaults of the banks ? 

Then thero uro thouBunda of millions more 
invea'ed in insurance policies, in bonds and 
mortgages and oiher socuritics, the ownera 
of which would sutler an immenao loss in 
tho depreciation of tho standard of value. 
Froo silver would bo a mighty pleasant thing 
for tho banks, whioh could pay thoir obliga- 
tions to their depositors at fifty cents on the 
dollar, whilo tho gold accumulated in thoir 
vaults would bo worth bwico what it) was 
boforo. 

This la tho oonsorvatlvo viow of tho Bilvor 
question very plainly put. Tho theories of 
tho free silver men all appear baaed upon 
the assumption that it is poBsiblo for thoGov- 
ornmont to givo to silver a value othor and 
groator than it oan command in the marketB 
of tho world. 



AM IS RIG AN FINANCE. 

The fiscal yoar whioh endB on tho 30th of 
Jane next has been for the United States, 
from a business point of view, a very un- 
forfcunato ono. The deproeaion has con- 
tinued and it is by no moans certain even 
now that it is pasBing away. There are in- 
dications of a revival, but so much depends 
upon tho policy whioh tho Government may 
adopt on the curroncy question that no one 
can tell when tho buainoaa of the country 
will bo in a worse oondition than ever. 

Tho revenue haa hitherto been very far from 
meeting the expenditure. At the end of 
last month the deficiency had reached the 
very serious amount of $50,000,000. Tho 
deficit for the first thirteen days of the pre- 
sent month was $5,150,157. Ib is calculated 
that by the ond of the yoar it will reach 
$60,000,000, if not more. Last year tho 
deficit was $00,000,000. If the curroncy 
were In a Bottled condition these deficits, 
large aa they aro, would hardly bs regarded 
as evon serious by so rich and bo prosper- 
ous a country as tho United States. 
Bat tho currency ia the revorao of settled. 
The men who favor tho free coinage of sil- 
ver are many and they aro very aotive. If 
they get the upper hand, which at this mo- 
ment does not soem improbable, tho mcBt 
serious re6ultB are predicted, not by alarm- 
ist politicians, but by thinking men who 
have studied the subject long and carefully 
as a moro economic problem, without any 
reference to politica. 

The paper of the United Statee and its 
silver ooin are all redeemable in gold. They 
have, therefore, at tho proBent time a gold 
value. Hero ia a list of Unitod SutoB cur- 
rency, tho value of which deponda upon the 
govornmont'a ability to redeem it with gold 
when required : 

Silvor cortiilcatos S 337,OO0,Ouu 

Unltod States notoa 317,000.000 

Treasury notes 153,000.000 

National bank notoa 207,000.000 

Curroncy certificates 59,000,fCO 

Subsidiary silver coins 76.000,000 

Total 81,179,000.000 

Tbeao notes and certificates and coina aro 
nearly all in the hande of privato persona 
If a law were passed by tho United States 
Congrese permitting the Government to re 
deem them with silver whoso intrinslo worth 
Ja not moro than fifty conta in tho dollar, It 
Is not easy to conjecture what would bo tho 
reBult. This ia what tho St. Paul Pioneor 
Proaa aays would bo ono of tho olToctfl of tho 
ohango : 

Tako away itB gold redemption fund and 
it wcu'd sink tu tho silver baBts ; that is, bo 
redeemable only in silver, now worth, 
roundly speaking, fifty conts on tho dollar. 
So that by tho substitution of tho silver for 
tho gold standard tho holders of United 
Statoa currency would lose $584,000,000. It 
would not be much comfort to them that tho 
gold ownors would bo ublo to roalize a big 
premium on thoir holdings. 

Seeing such a chango aa thia imponding, 
it In not surprising that tho business mon of 
tho Unitod Stateo are norvoua und liable to 
got flurried when appearances indicate that 
the Government ia either unwilling or unablo 
to redoom itB paper with gold. PreBidont 
Cleveland haa Intervened twice to make 
thoir ndnds oasy on thiB hoad. Ho has as- 
■urod tho nation that, as long as ho ia at its 
hoad, the Government will moot ita liabilitioa 
with honeat money and pay a hundred conts 
for ovory dollar it owob. And no doubb ho 
will bo aa good aa hia word. Hut Mr. Clovo 
land will not alwuya bo Preaidont, and tho 
■liver quoation is certain to bo tho 
groat Ibbuo at tho next Proaidontiul 
election. Tho silver mon aro Industriously 
preparing for it, and If hard work and 
zoaloua und poreiatonb advocacy count for 
anything in tbo States, they will mako tho 
fight a hard ono. 

Tho Pioneer Proas showa how much de- 
ponda on tho ability and tho willingness of 
tho Government to moot its liabilities with 
gold. It says further : 

But that la not all. About $:),000,000,- 
000 of deposits aro held in tho national aud 
state banks of tho country. That is tho 



CANADA AHEAD. 

The blue-ruin bowlers hysterically deny 
that Canada ia pasBing through the period 
of depression with lees Injury to hor inter- 
ests than almost any other country in the 
world. But Bnoora and gibea und hysterical 
anroams aro not arguments. A country 
whoao trudo ia increasing cannot bo in a bad 
way. It will havo to bo admitted that ib is 
in a hotter condition and that its proBpectB 
aro more hopeful than countries whoso trade 
in tho eamo period has docrcuscd. Thero 
are figureB that tho howlera cannot show 
to bo inacourato which prove that while tho 
trade of Great Britain and of tho United 
States has decreased that of Canada bus in- 
creased. While thoBO two groat countries 
havo boon going backward, Canada has been 
going ahoad, " Comparing 1894 with 
1890," says tho Montreal Gazette, " the 
foreign commerce of Great Britain has Buf- 
ferod a ahrinkagoof no less than $350, 000, 000, 
and thab of bhe Unitod States a shrinkage of 
SIOO.000,000. Tho foroign oommeroe of 
Canada in tho samo period increased $18,- 
000,000." 



ably be questioned. This iB what free trade 
has brought England to— Ib has diverted 
labor from tho land and mado tho pooplo 
dopendenb on the foreigner for thoir food. 

JAPAN'S MERCHANT MARINE. 

The Japanese aro growing in importance 
in moro than ono direction. We have seen 
what they havo boon able to do in war, but 
it is not yet very woll kroivn that thoy aro 
making something like corresponding ad- 
vances in commerce An indication of thiB 
ia thab they aro making largo purchases of 
Bteamahipa. Tho publiBhera of the Record 
of American and Foroign Shipping furnish 
thoir subscribers every month with a liet of 
new veaBols launched und old onea which 
havo ehangod ownera during tho preceding 
thirty daya. Tho laat of theBe Hats givea 
tho following information rolativo to the 
purchaaoa of shipB for the Jupanoao trade : 

In April, for instanoo, a Tokio firm, tho 
Nippon YuBen Kaleha, bought tho Denbigh- 
shire, of 1,663 tons, changing its name to 
Fukuoka Maru, and the Altonower, of 1,611 
tons, whioh bocomea tho Heijo Maru. The 
Lennox, 1,327 tone, haa been bought by an 
Oduku firm and ia now the Kuwamuru Maru, 
and tho Motapedia, 1,454 toca, will alao 
hail, horoafter, from Oaaku ub the Nara 
Maru. These steamers wiro all owned in 
England. Their oombinod tonnage Ib 6,055. 

Tho records of proviouB montha enow that 
tho Japauoao are continually adding to 
their merchant marine. Ono of tho Japan- 
obo companioB has already more than a acoro 
of atoumora, " and doee not only a big couBt- 
ing trado botwoeu tho northern and southern 
parts of Japan, but has made ita Hag familiar 
in all tho Oriout from Slboria around to 
India." This is nob tho only largo shipping 
firm in J up in. Tbo Japanese aro wldo 
owako to tho advantagoa thoy posBosa aa a 
maritime poople, and thoy may bo dopondod 
upon to mako a good uao of thorn. It will 
not bo long before thoy begin to build their 
own voaaols, and boforo many youra tboro 
may bo moro than ono line of Japuneso 
Pacifia Bteamahipa.

A QUEER GRIEVANCE. 

Tho workingmen of Glasgow had recently 
a very peouliar grlovanoe. Tho city owns 
tho tramways and, of course, issues the 
tickets. It wua obaorved by the men riding 
on the cheap cara run for their convenience 
that on tho back of each ticket waB a Scrip- 
ture text. They thought nothing of this 
until tbey found that bhe tickots for the 
passengers who paid the full fare wore with- 
out texts. The men took offence at what 
they considered an invidioua diatinotion 
and an offdnBivo implication. They 
oould nob soo why tho Corporation 
should take this mode of odifying them 
whilo tbey porrnitted their rioher fellow- 
citizjna who used the trama to go unln- 
atructod. Consequently a delegation of the 
mon waited upon tho city fathera to find 
out why the distinction hud boon made — 
wero they greater sinners than the citizens 
of Glasgow who had moro money in their 
pocketB ? Tho Corporation oxpluinod that 
they had no intention to offend anyono or to 
mako distinctions between classes. The in- 
scriptions on tho tiokotB wero in fact a more 
mattor of business. " A cortain ploua gon- 
tleman " had offered the Corporation a cer- 
tain aum for tho privilege of printing the 
texta heauppllod on the claaa of tlckota thut 
the mon had purchased and they had accept- 
od his offer. In ordor to tako away any 
ground of offence, tho Corporation otlerod to 
print the abbreviation " Advt.'' after each 
text for the timo to come, whioh was done, 
to the sutisfaotion of all concerned. It ia 
said thab " Advb." added to some of the 
texta did not by ony means InoroaBO thoir 
improsaiveneae. 



FREE TRADE IN GREAT BRITAIN. 

None but those who are very ignorant or 
wilfuliy blind try to mako those who listen 
to thorn believe thab everyono in tho Three 
Klngdoma is satisfied with tho British 
policy of free trade. Thoro are very many, 
and the number ia incrousing, who complain 
of it bitterly and declare that it is oruolly 
UDjust to largo numbers of British pro 
ducors. Hero is an oxtraot from a lottor 
from England whioh showB in a lively way 
thut free trado as it is in Kngland In many 
important caBos favors the foroignor at tho 
expense of the homo producor : 

Things aro had hero. Everything comes 
from abroad. Caaaels oven are now issuing 
& book " Printed in Holland," and Bible 
from tho Oxford press have a llttlo noto 
" Printed in Germany." It eooma ua if fro 
trade, all very woll in theory, pructiuully Is 
a falluro unleBS every ono goos in fur it 
One protootioniab country spoils tho lot. I 
Bincorely trust you will keep Mr. Carbwright 
out in Canada. When tho ordinary English 
man gota up, he breakfasts on egge from 
Holland, Danish butter, Vienna broad 
mado by Gormun workmen, of Amorloan 
Hour. For lunch ho haa nice German, Dutch 
or American oheeao, porhapa an Oatend 
rabbit, and for dinner Australian beof or 
mutton, potatoea from Holland, und groena 
from Jeraoy, and Amorloan canned fruits 
In tbo meantime Easox farmers uro going 
through tho bankruptcy court at the rate of 
threo hundred por yoar. 
i;It is not to be auppoaod that all tho good 
land In Grout Britain ia undor cultivation, or 
that all its inhabitants ablo and willing to 
wor karofullyoooupied. Thero aro mlllionaof 
acroa untitled and hundreds of thousands of 
ablo bodied mon and women out of omploy 
mont. Ib has boon calculated that thoro la 
land enough in England and Wales, Soot 
land and Ireland, to feed 123,000,000 of 
pooplo. Anothor oBtimato mudo by Lord 
Lauderdale ia that thoro id sulliolont avail- 
able land in tho Unitod Kingdom to main- 
tain a population of 200,000,000. Wo think 
tho auocess of tho polioy whioh loaves tho 
pooplo of a oountry with Buch magnificanb 
agricultural reBouroos at tho moroy of 
foreigners for thoir broad and thoir oheoso, 
and a hundred and ono things thab oould 
oaslly bo ralsod at homo, may vory roaBon-

Tho nthera wore tiout, both curiously mal- 
formed Uipt. Elmes, of Gloucestershire, 
England, who has been paying tho province 
a few days' visit, wua prosont and added 
vory materially to tho intereBt of tho moot- 
ing by hiB remarks. Capt. ElmoB, who iB 
president of tho English Entomological So- 
oioty, spoko highly of tho work of tho Na- 
tural History Sooioty and oxproflsod himself 
as highly pleusod to find bo largo and vigor- 
ous an association in existence hero. In his 
opinion tho fiold for a local sooioty of tho 
kind is a wido and usoful ono. With the 
exception of tho birds of tho Northwest 
Coast, tho fauna and flora aro but littlo 
known in Europe, and from a natural hia- 
tory point of view tho great CaaBiar and 
Cariboo diatrictB and tho Far North regions 
woro practically to tho European collectors 
a vast torra inoognlta. Ho was quite suro 
that many of tho specie and not a fow of 
tho gonora would bo of groat eoiontiiio in- 
toroat at homo. Various phaBos of the 
Buhjeot woro disouBBod, and tho mooting 
adjourned with a much koonor arproolation 
of tho work of tho sooioty. Capt, lOlmoa 
left last ovonlug for England.

H. M. S. "Royal Arthur" Bank From 
tho South- Captain Trench 
Dii'S at fcea. 

The Flagship Meets tho "Hyacinth"' 
With Dinah led Propeller ami 
Tows Her lu. 

Tho flagship Royal Arthur returned oarly 
Sunday afternoon from Corinto, whoro in 
company with tho Satollite and Wild Swan 
■ho enforcsd Great Britain's demand for 
$75,000 indomnity for the insolent treat- 
ment by Nicaragua of the British doputy 
consul and othor oitlzens. This little epis- 
ode waB of courBO a woloomo change for tho 
Jack tars from tho usual monotonous cruise, 
bub after all thoro was nob a great deal of 
excitement, with tho oxception of onco or 
twice, when it seemed as if an armed 
collision might take place with tho troops 
of tho little republic. The Royal Arthur 
has boon oway from hero ainoo November 3, 
when she Bailed for Aoapuloo ; after a atoy 
thtro of aire weeks she cruised along the 
coast, touching at (Jullao, Coquimbo 
and Valparaiso, and also at Juan 
Fernandez island. Finally, o\r\y in 
April, oho lay ut Panama vaiting for the 
oettlement r.f tho Nicaragua.! dillijulty. As 
President Zalaya would not. como to terms, 
the Bhips woro ordered to Corinto as an ad- 
ditional argument in Britain's favor. On 
April 22 tho Hoyal Arthur, Satellite and 
Wild owar), the last a screw sloop of ],- 
130 tons, commissioned at Davenport De- 
cember 6 and doepatchod for tho Pacific 
Btation, sailed into Corinto harbor and took 
up their position in fronb of the town. Cor- 
into is a small pluos, nob much hotter thin 
a village, but io the seaport for the capital, 
Managua, aituated further inland. Corin- 
to, as everyone who has followed tho course 
of events thoro knows, is on an island and is 
connected with the mainland by a lino 
bridge. Thoro woro 100 soldiers in Corinto 
when tho Hoot appeared, but they 
speedily took to tho woods as tho 
four or fivo sevon-pounder guns thoy 
possessed wore nob very formidable weapons 
to oppose to tho big guns of tho warships. 

On next day Commander StokeB wont 
ashore and presented his dispatches, the 
President being given to understand that 
the Bhips wore there strictly on business, 
and urgent business at that. On tho '25th, 
when tho Nicaraguans became convinced 
that they would have to pay up or allow tho 
British to take possession of Corinto, they 
aecrotly, aB thoy imagined, dismounted a 
seven-pounder that was in position near tho 
lighthouse, and plaoing it in their revenuo 
cutter covered it over with gravel so as to 
hido it. Tho samo day Sonor G. Bravo, a 
high official of tho governmont, came off to 
the Admiral and triod unsuccessfully to get 
an oxtoneion of time. ' 

On April '27, under cover of the guns of 
tho fleet, o force of ,'!00 men were landed 
and occupied the town ; the Union Jack 
was hoisted, and Captun Trench of ibo 
Royal Arthur made governor. Then only 
thirty men were left to guard the town, 
though a good lookout was kept on tho 
bridge approaches and tho structure itself 
covered by the guns of tho Satellite. The 
occupation was conducted bo satisfactorily 
that the signal came from the flagship : 

" The Admiral is much ploascd at the 
very satlBfaotory manner in which tho occu- 
pation of the town was conducted this 
morning ; the punctuality, steadanesn and 
general oppearanoo of the men rcfleoted 
groat credit on all concerned," 

The Nlcaraguan forceB to tho number of 
2,000 were posted behind a gravel ridge on 
the mainland, and it was for a time thought 
that they would make on attack. Oa April 
30, as an extra precaution, tho guards woro 
doubled, and undor the metals of the rail- 
way gun cotton was placed in minoa to give 
a deoidedly warm reception Bhould the 
Nlcarjguans attempt to cross tho bridge. 
Three officers of the lloet in plain clothes 
ventured too near tho enemy's lino, and be- 
fore they could rotreat on armored train 
passed them on the railway, stopped and a 
body of soldiers jumped off and surrounded 
the officers, who however were released 
through the good offices of their interpreter. 
The men from the fleet got along very well 
with the inhabitants of Corinto, and had 
strict orders to treat ovoryono kindly. It was 
found, however, that) by some hidden in- 
fluence, tho storekeepers wero prevailed up- 
on to refuse to aell goods to tho British. 
Tnis resulted in tho arrest of a man named 
Casamlra, formerly mayor of tho town, and 
a man of great influence. Ho had gone 
about intimidating the storekeepers by say- 
ing ho would havo them executed when tho 
British left, if any provisions wero sold to 
tho invaders. No trouble of this kind was 
experienced afterwards. After tho Battle- 
ment of tho trouble tho Satellite was sent 
to soa on May -I, tho cccupation of Lho town 
terminating that day and tho railway and 
telegraph lines having boon ropairtd The 
next day tho Royal Arthur recognized the 
Nicaraguan flag by firiDg 21 guns, and Bhe 
and tho Wild Swan started north for 
EsquimaU. Tho Wild Swan was towed to 
seu and is coming undor Bail as Bhe has no 
coal ; tho Kalollito is under Bail for tho 
same reason. Tho Royal Arthur, however, 
carries a largo amount of fuel and had plenty 
to bring her home. Tho others will coal ut 
Acapulco. 

A vory rcgrettablo occurrence was lho 
death of Captain Trench, of tho Royal 
Arthur, on May 10, when off tho Mexican 
coaBb. lie died of gastritis after an illness 
of -18 hours, and aB it was in tho tropics ho 
was buried at soa with naval honors thn 
samo evonlng, in lat. 1!) II' N , loug. 106 
.'i'W.,off Capo CorrieDtes. 

Frederick Peroival TroLch was born 
March 27, 1849, and wus therefore l(i yearB 
of ago. Among his services ho was 1st 
Lieutenant of tho Turquoise during tho 
military und naval operations in the Kistern 
Soudan at Suaklm 1884 5 ; ho rtcoivod the 
Egyptian medal and Khedive's bronze star. 
Ho took part in tho Burmoso conquest in 
1885 G, was presont at tho fighting at 
Minhla, and at tho capture of Mandalay. 
In command of the launch Kathleen ho 
assisted in tho successful cutting out of a 
Burmese war vessel from under tho guns of 
tho f >rta at Minhla For this he was pro- 
moted und mentlonod in naval and military 
dispatches. For lho Bjrmah campaign he 
received tho medal and clasp. 

Tho vacancy caused by Capt. Trench's 
death has boon temporarily filled by Com- 
mander Stokes, ucting captain ; Senior 
Lieut. \\ . Nioholson being made acting 
commandor, and Lieut. Hornby senior lieu- 
tenant. Tho Royal Arthur touchod ono 
plaoo on tho way up, ab Monterey, on 
May 10. 

In tow tho Royal Arthur brought H.M. S. 
Hyaointh, which after a cruiso among tho 
Pacific islands put into Valparaiso on March 
10 with hor propollor injured. Not having 
u mechanical dlvor this could nob bo re- 
paired, and tho Royal Arthur mooting the 
Hyaointh ab Valparaiso towod hor out to 
sea and eonb hor north under sail, conse- 
quently tho Hyacinth h»B boon G7 days

When the forehead is low enough to 
Stand the revelation, the faco purely 
oval in outline and tho features regular, 
there is no disputing tho charm of this 
fashion. The real proportions of tho face 
are brought out, and tho forehead, mi- 
nus the fringe down to the eyebrows, 
reveals an expression entirely unknown 
before.

A l'ortablo Bookshelf. 
To make a portable bookshelf with 
clips to hold any required number of 
books, so that they may bo lifted on or 
off tho table together, tako an oak shelf 
a half inch thick and planed smoothly 
on both sides. To thin two sheet metal 
clips are to bo applied, so that they may 
slido on tho shelf and hold a larger or 
smaller number of volumes erect. An 
oblong pieco of tin or brass, about threo 
inches wide and threo times as long as 
thosholf is broad, will form ono of these 
clips. It is to be bent up at each side of 
the shelf, and, being cut nearly half 
through level with tho upper surface of 
tho shelf, one-half of each upright is 
again bent at right angles to tho rest, 
thus securing a hold on tho board and 
forming a rest for tho end volumes of 
tho set. Through holes in tho upturned 
portions a silk cord may be passed, serv- 
ing for a handle. These clips may bo 
beautifully ornamented by punching and 
chasing. C'aro should bo takun to punch 
from tho sido which will bo turned to- 
ward the books; otherwise a great deal 
of work with tho filo will bo necessary 
to remove rough edges. 



To Roast a Goose. 
Clean and wash tho same as a turkey. 
Mako a dressing of six or eight pota- 
toes well boiled and mashed, two onions 
chopped very fine, two teaspooufuls of 
sage, ono of salt and ono of pepper. 
Put it into tho body of tho goose and 
sew it up. Roast it two hours, basting 
it frequently in its own drippings. 
When about half done, turn off tho fat 
in the roaster. The last drippings are 
sufficient for the gravy. To mako the 
gravy put the gizzard, neck and liver 
into a saucepan with a quart of water 
and a little pepper, salt and mace. Let 
it boil down to about half a pint. When 
done, braid up the liver very fine with 
a knife and put if back into tho water 
it was boiled in, then add the drippings 
of the goose, thicken it witli a little 
flour rubbed smooth in a littlo cold wa- 
ter and give it ono boil, stirring it all 
the time.

Eich of the throo days of Viatoria'B 
Queen's Birthday colebration is to havo its 
own special and great attraotion, theao bo- 
ing cemented togethor with a host of lessor 
but alao intorosting ovontB — bloyole porades, 
bieeball, cricket, lacroaao and other matches, 
trap Bhooting, tug-of-war tournament, and 
a multitudo of otcotoraa. Tho fouturoB aro : 
Thursday — Tho yacht raooa, 
Friday — Regatta at tho Gorgo, and 
Saturday — Shim battle and review at 
Beacon Hill. 

Arrangements for tho laBt great draw- 
ing ord were completed yostorday when a 
committoo of influential oitizena waited 
upon Admiral Stephenson on board tho 
Royal Arthur. The Admiral ontorod heart- 
ily into the proposition to have a Bham fight 
aa part of tho oolobrotion, and preparations 
for thia attractive military dlaplay will bo 
actively puahed during Iho woek.

The 
preparatory gun for tho yachts will bo firod 
promptly at !'2:4£> Thursday, and tho start- 
ing gun at one o'clock. Tho stoamer T. W. 
Carter will follow the yachts carrying the 
judges and roferoo — Captain J. D. Warron 
and Captain H. R. Foot aotlng as judgos, 
and Captain Balcom of tho Walter L. R uh, 
aB referee. Tho Btartora and timers aro 
Moaara. A. H. Burna, T. Lawrio and William 
Croft. 

The yachts belonging to tho Viotoria 
yacht olub aro being overhauled and put in 
Bailing condition, and vialtora are beginning 
to arrive. Sunday aftornoon the trim yaoht 
Linda, flagahip of tho Seattle olub, camn in, 
flying Commcdore Johnson's flag. Tho 
Linda is a sloop-rigged yacht of 41. G feot 
long, 14 foot beam, I U foot draft, and car- 
ries fonr tona of load on her kool. Her in- 
terior arrangomenta are almost porfoction. 
Sho left Soattlo Saturday and arrived here 
Sunday aftornoon, having had light winds 
all tho way over. The Commodore expects 
the following boats from Seattle : H'hito 
Swan, American, Rainier, Kelpio, Xora, 
Foam, Doris and Kve'yn May. Tho Linda's 
party ia composed of Commodore Johnson, 
H. \V. Baker, George W. Fiachor, F. Baus- 
man, G. V. P. LanBing and J. J. Madigan. 

Yotterday afternoon tho Typhoon and 
Josophine, which belong to tho Everett 
yacht club, camo in. Tho former left 
Everett Sunday noon and spent tho night 
at Port Townsond. The Typhoon is a 
sloop-riggtd boat, 3i> feet long, 11 foot beam 
and draws 3.0 feet of water. Her crow is 
mado up aa follows : Captain J. Goldfinch, 
H. B. Goldfinch, J. R. Van Dyke, J. H. 
Bishop and J. Logle. Tho Typhoon had as 
tow a queer little boat known as a bouncer 
yawl. It ia 1G foot long with 3 foot boam, 
and can sail in very heavy weather. A like 
boat ia expected from Port Townsond and 
the two intend to race. The Bernice, for 
that is her nmrot, carries as captain and 
orew C. Ferrior White, of Everett. 

The Storm King is expected from Evtratt 
to-day. Tho Vanoouvsr akilf Flora came 
in yeaterday forenoon, having had a long 
trip. She left Vancouver at 8 a.m. Satur- 
day, spent the night on Admiral island, 
leaving at 7 the next morning. The second 
night was apent at Ten Milo point, tho boat 
coming in from thoro in the forenoon. 
Captain J. A. Thurston, F. Copithorno and 
S. Mortimer make up the orew. 

Tho Josephine Ib a schooner- rigged boat, 
52 feot long and 12 feot wide. She left 
Everett Sunday morning, stopping at Port 
Townsond ovor night Her party of nine 
IncludeB Captain J. W. Kelly, MrB. Kelly, 
Miss Kally, J. J. Manly, G. Stanford, Mr. 
Poat, and Judgo Reynolds and M. Kelly, of 
Taooma. The Joaephino had heavy head 
winds all the way ovor.
